Dr. .Oi3d conAidered tht' state of 
affairs In China at the present liine 
: r. ^^ exwedinply «le.rleiis. It is the 
pcvTi-orful military loaders in Chins 
that are CJiusinF the trouble just 
now, he said. Great rivalry exlns 
bptween the."* tnen. and the jealousy 
^hich arises oftcti leads to inlern^il 
wtr. There mflitary leaders are for 
; hf' most part darinp and -un^srupu- 
lous, and hSTe eaiued much trouble 
by tht> appropriation of public funds. 

The hardships which the people 
are torood to boar are beecmiiO{; In- 
icilcrable, but the ordinary citizen is 
unable to voice his opinions on the 
mH.tter for tear of the military of • 
ticials, whose ipem^r it verj* real. In 
many tt>wiis_ eepesiaUy on the sea- 
coast, the common people have 
found an outlet for their feeliners in 
bitter outbursts a|:aln»t the intarfer- 
onc^îl forciBB na-tlone. but this feel- 
ing is not nearly bo greneral in China 
:is its here supposed. 

r>r. Auld stated that the students 
and educated class in China were not 
rcallj' trylnf: to diBco\'er some cure 
, for the BiBtf of tffajrs eiiatinE in 
thoir country. But, he said, any re- 
form is bound to prt»ve very slow. 
The c«neral opinion amonc: these 
people ir that a stable grovemment is 
vhal ir requi'oS in tht country, und 
that other reforms will îoIl<?w rapid-, 
ly and nmoothly after that has been 
ascomplished. 

Turning to his own persona! work 
ill China during thf Ibe: fifitcn 
jcars, XT. Auld said thei hç had ncT. 
principally eneaçed in medical work 
in Weihwoi Hospital, which is one 
iif the most up-to-date hospitals in 
istéhinaviiln irpgard to the to^wa itsnlf. 
■he said that; as in the rest of the 
•jouiitry, modern lodUBtrlallsm was 
.luHi commencing- One grca/l advance 
that ban been soen in the city in the 
Itiflt few years is th« establish meet 
f'f a lar^c «Mtton mill, entirely own- 
id and operated by ChinoBe. Moh- of 
the machlnerj' used in the >:ity ;s 
imported from the United StatcB and 
Canada. "Industrial China is now 
paxHin^ through the same phase that 
îg^ritAin naw about a hundred 
sTnS^lftoen years ago." paid Dr. Auld. 

Dr. Auld went on to speak of the 
many McGill «raduales -who are ac- 
tually ensajjced in missionary work in 
China at the present time. Arnong 
those with whom he has come moii' 
ill contact, Vie mentioned Dr. Arthur 
hochnud of Arte '01. who ii- now «n- 
giitoà in miBsionai-y wory in Welb- 
wei, where he has been û<^nt; most 
valuable work for some time, es- 
pecially during the (aniiiie which oc- 
curred 8om« years afio. Dt, William 
-NfoCiure of Medicine '£< who le Pro- 
fOKHOr of Medicine at Shantung 
ChrlHtian (Jnlversity, is silso active-, 
iy e.nga^cd in' medical mianlonary 
work. Dr. Auld also spoke of the 
line work boin>r done by Dr. i'ticy 
J^eslifc of Medicine 'i*7 and En. J. Co/ 
of Medicine '00. who are both Jictiv- 
l.v engaged in China ai the present 
time. 

On being questioned in regard to 
Ciiinose unlvtsraitieu, Dr. Auld said 
llial educational oyoleniH in Cliliia 
iiad made racild utridUK In rccont 
j'cars, until n(M/ uoiv,er8ltU8 In China, 
were run very much as they are in 
wcutorn countries. Almost all the 
courECB tha' ivi: li.tve at McGill a/e 
taken up av unne; *ilies in Chin.'i, and 
practically all the pi ofei.'ioiij .'ind 
leocharB are now native Chinese. 
Athlctice have also been Introduced 
ill th<! lasi few yearif, and meets are 
held from time to time about the 
country. l''oolball l.s uIko gatliei inf 
many followers in the East. Or. Auld 
was unable to go into great detail 
ne j-egardB aludcnt {vctlvlties, as lie 
hafi not come mucli in contact with

We do not know whether it h»s «ctually happciietl, hut we 
could easily imagine !<omeone .vuggesling what the ide.->l university 
is. "It is", he .-sRyis. "a hftven for true Mudents^far fron\ the noise 
of the maddening crowd. There knowledjyc i.^ pursiied for il» owi 
sake, «hd topether the philosopher, the mathematician, the hialoiian 
and many other? push back the horizon of learninp." Our imaginni-j' 
companion ha« said his say. and has left us much to ponder over. 

That the univernity should be somewhere else but in the heart 
of a frrea' citj-, with its many attractions and distractions, we mishl 
heartily acree, McGill was in the country when it w«s found«d 
over a centur>- ago, but the city has grown up around it, and as 
great institutions arc not easily moved, it is probably here to stay. 
However, when wc point out that there are certain disadvantages 
connected with our situation, it is not wth the idea of bewailing 
our let; rather, ««-e think it reflects greater credit on those students 
who achieve real ."success in the college as it is. 

On the other band a imiversitj' can fill a great place in the 
life of the community. No longer are the old antipathies of ■■to>s-n 
and' gown" in evidence; the new day has brought with it the adult 
education movement in the form of university extension courses, 
pi}blic lectures of instructive %-alue. travellinp libraries and the like. 
These services to the community broaden the extent of the uni- 
versity's infhience, and further developments may conceivably 
carrj" it to an e\'en ■wider circle by radio. 

The idea of knowledge for its own sake seem? somewhat 
strange to us. For we fail lo see that there can be anything of real 
value in knowledge per se. In the methodical acquirement of 
knowledge there i^^gij^e opportunit>' for the development of 
habit, while in the careful storing of it there is a fine stimulus ' to 
the memor>-. But if knowledge is not sought in ordcy that it may, 
-directly or indirectly, lead to é; better and e fuller way of life, wc 
would look on rhe universiry as a sed îailuie. 

This urge after knowledge as a means instead of an end, docs 
away, wc would think, with any ideal fantssy of tti^ uni^■er^ity as 
an airtight compartmrnl. For if wc arc to play e par', in the 
•world about us after leaving college, it would be sheer folly to try 
and prepare for this by cutting ourselves off from it during our 
undergraduate life. Here, as in other things, there jr. a happy 
-medium. Where it lies in .the life and activity of each individual, 
■.niual be decided by himself or herself.
